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The motherland of most dwarves is , but 
not all of them are born there. Dwarves live in 
Nilfgaard, were born in the North or even further 
beyond. These dwarves are more influenced by 
their local surroundings, not the rigid rules of 
Mahakam. Yet others, born in the mountains, 
decide to flee the ever-present social rules 
enforced by the Elders and look for luck in the 
human lands. Such dwarves are called Borgese - 
literally "of the town" in the . language, 


meaning middle-class, civilian, or bourgeois. 
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Physical description 6 


An adult dwarf grows as tall as a human male's chest. They are more sturdy than humans, 
which makes them tougher and stronger. They usually grow long beards. Dwarves are often 
excellent soldiers, artisans and businessmen. While they tend to be uncouth, they are also jolly 


and cheerful. 


Structure of the society o 


Dwarves born in other lands adhere to the structure of their chosen land. Dwarves in the north 


mirror the humans living around them, those born in Nilfgaard the Empire. 


Discrimination 6 


Dwarves hold no special tendencies to discriminate against other races. Older dwarves have 


little faith in humans, but some do. 


While the Borgese themselves may not discriminate actively, they are being discriminated 
against by the Mahakam dwarves. They are not allowed into Mahakam, are often seen as 
"influenced" by humans and elves and generally looked down upon as beings that lost their 
way. Even in a life-and-death situation, it is likely that the volunteer army would rather let the 


Borgese die than enter Mahakam. 


Women's rights 6 


Dwarves see their women as treasures, so much so that they harbor the common delusion 
that all other races covet them. Dwarven men see their women as irresistably desirable and 


any mention of them usually earns hostility and jealousy. 


Language ev Education 6 


Most dwarves speak Common Speech and the language most dominant in the region they live 
in. Some of the Borgese learn Onginnan as a kind of reminder of home, or to exchange 
information with fellow dwarves without others being able to understand. Their cultural level 
is that of their surrounding area, thus dwarves born in the north may not be able to read and 


write while those born in Nilfgaard can for sure. 


Religion o 


Dwarves once, before humans arrived on the Continent, worshipped a diety similiar to 
Melitele, in that they worshipped a goddess of harvest and fertility. They rarely mention 


worshipping anything anymore. 


Naming customs 6 


While typical Dwarven names often seem short and to the point, Borgese ones might (but 
don't have to) be a bit longer, indicating human influence. A curious trait is the common usage 
of names and surnames that would be deemed “Italian” in our world. In general, the more 
generations a dwarven family spent outside Mahakam, the less Mahakaman their names 


appear.
